New York, Nov. 6—(A*)—Arnold 
Rothstein, a worthy 
follower 
of 
such men as Dick Canfield and 
Honest John Kelly, died today as 
he had lived, keeping his own coun­ 
sel, refusing even to tell the name 
of the man who killed him. 
At least he didn’t tell it to the 
authorities although police believed 
he might have whispered it to 
soma underworld crony; and on the 
theory that this was the case they 
spread detectives along Broadway 
to watch for possible reprisals. 
Rothstein, who all his life de­ 
spite a somewhat unorthodox view­ 
point on right and wrong on other 
matters, had considered gambling 
debts as debts of honor, had re­ 
fused to pay. 
He refused because 
he believed that he had been trim­ 
med in a ‘‘phoney’’ 
game, 
that 
marked cards had been used to 
beat him out of $200,000 in a game 
Of “high spade” at $10,G00 a hand. 
Instead of paying he gave his 
I. O. U. which because of his repu­ 
tation was as good along Broadway 
as a certified check. 
And then he 
went to his reserved table at Lin- 
dy’s restaurant and sent back word 
that he would never pay a cent 
and that the card sharps who had 
thought to “take” him like any 
country cousin could “go bite them­ 
selves to death.” 
“Tell them,” he is reported to 
have instructed his emissary, “that 
that goes for them and for any 
guerillas they may send after me. 
If they want me they can get me 
here any night in the week.” 
He was sitting as his usual table 
Sunday night when he was called 
to the telephone. 
When he hung 
up the receiver he marched out of 


the restaurant without a word and 
went to a room on the third floor 
of the Park Central hotel. Fifteen 
minutes later ho was picked up in 
the lobby with a bullet through the 
adbomen and a murderous secret 
locked tightly in his heart. 
After he died today his body was 
taken to the morgue for an au­ 
topsy, and the closed van trundled 
on its way past the door of Lindy’s 
restaurant—Rothstein’s last visit to 
the bright light district he had 
loved.

In many instances these poison­ 
ings were due to bacterial con­ 
taminations and epidemics of ty­ 
phoid fever have been traced to 
the consumption of mussels tak-' 
en from sewage polluted waters. 
Cases of poisoning from eating 
mussels at one time were suffi­ 
ciently frequent to create a de­ 
finite public 
prejudice 
against 
this food. 
Recently but few such 
cases have been reported and the 
prejudice seems to be disappear­ 
ing.Investigators in the University 
of California 
recently 
studied 
shellfish poisoning as it occurs on 


pie were concerned, of whom 56 
were men, 8 boys, 34 women and 
4 girls. 
Ten minutes after eating the 
mussels there 
developed 
numb­ 
ness of the lips, tongue, cheeks, 
finger tips and toes. On the next 
day the patients were dizzy and 
weak, with additional 
signs 
of 
numbness. 
There 
was 
nausea, 
sometimes 
tingling 
sensations 
followed by numbness.

Voting, in reality, had been in 
progress for several days. 
Ab­ 
sentee ballots, received by mail 
and deposited at the city hall in 
person totalled 47 4 which set a 
record never before 
given 
re­ 
motely approached. 
The largest 
previous absentee total was 212. 
cast at the 
city 
election 
four 
years ago. 
Ringing of bells and blowing 
of whistles, at 7 o’clock announc­ 
ed the opening of the polls. 
By 
8 o’clock it was estimated 
that 
nearly 1,000 persons had voted in 
the city. 
One of the precincts, 
at that hour, alone had 201 bal­ 
lots; another had 188; 
and 
a 
third had 176. 
Among the early 
voters was a large number of wo­ 
men who thrust aside their house­ 
hold duties for a few moments to 
get their day’s citizenship chore 
out of the way first. 
Ballote Pour In. 
All morning the votes contin­ 
ued to pour in at an exceptionally 
rapid rate. 
At 1:30 o'clock the 
first precinct had 470 votes, the 
fifth had 425, and the sixth had 
445. 
Other precincts were run­ 
ning only a short distance behind. 
Late in the afternoon, 
veteran 
politicians were predicting 
that 
95 percent o f the city’s 6,400 vot­ 
ers would visit the polls during 
the 13 voting hours. 
Absence of local contests ap­ 
parently did not detract from the 
energy with which political man­ 
agers of both parties were work­ 
ing. 
There were not, perhaps, as 
many automobiles in “vote-taxl” 
service as there have 
been 
at 
some spirited elections in which 
close local contests were

waged, but voters yesterday did

6—(ZP)—Approxi­ 
mately a million and a 
half

Michigan’s citizenry, including sev­ 
eral hundred thousand women, and 
manv "first voters.” expressed the 
will of the state's electorate at the 
polls today. 
It was a new high 
mark in numbers that Michigan 
men aud women recorded at the 
polls. 
So heavy was the vote that car­ 
tons and barrels supplied by neigh­ 
borhood grocers 
were 
converted 
into ballot boxes by election offi­ 
cials in various parts of Detroit 
when an unprecedented early vote 
- estimated at 4 p. m. at 60 per 
cent of the total registration—had 
filled the boxes supplied by the 
election commission. 
Four years ago, the state cast 
1,160,419 votes, a greater total than 
ever before In its history. 
Today 
this high mark was left far behind 
as the electorates’ reaction to i 
campaign 
that 
aroused 
interest 
such as had not been evidenced 
since the days of Roosevelt and 
the Bull Moose party, was being 
recorded.

BRITAIN PLANS 
TRADE REVIVAL 


Parliament Will Consid­ 
er Economic Measures 
in Present Session 


London. Nov. 6—(£>)—Measures 
for encouraging agriculture and in­ 
dustry in Ilrtiain especially direct­ 
ed to revival of strong export trade 
are foremost among the domestic 
legislation to be placed before par­ 
liament in tho session opened to­ 
day, the last before a new general 
election. 
The most important measure is 
that for reform of local govern­ 
ment taxation under which full mu­ 
nicipal taxes would 
be 
removed 
from agricultural land and build­ 
ings, and three-quarters of the pres­ 
ent levy taken off industrial and 
transportation properties. 
I& re­ 
turn the government plans to com­ 
pensate the municipalities from the 
treasury. 
It is planned also to make grants 
from the treasury to the railways 
to enable the latter to reduce car­ 
rying charges on traffic important 
to agriculture and industry, more 
particularly coal, iron aud steel. 
It Is expected a reduction of be­ 
tween 18 and 22 cents a ton may 
be effected, which would be an im­ 
portant advantage in the battle for 
foreign contracts. 
The scheme of industrial trans­ 
ference and migration mentioned 
in the speech from the throne as 
a measure of alleviation of unem­ 
ployment, provides for m'gration 
to other parts of the Empire of 
about 20,000 meu per annum, large­ 
ly miners, under government settle­ 
ment schemes. 
This is based on 
the report of the Industrial trans­ 
ference board, a government body 
which some weeks ago reported its 
disappointment at the “slow rate” 
of settlement of people from Brit­ 
ain in Canada and Australia. 
The 
men will receive agricultural train­ 
ing in Britain before emigration 
and will be given adequate finan­ 
cial assistance by the government.

the population to rally under the

NEW AIRPLANE 
MOTOR DESIGNED 


Rely on It to Bring Speed 
Supremacy to United 
States 


Detroit (ZP)—A new airplane mo­ 
tor, believed by its designer to be 
capable of propelling a craft at a 
speed of more than 350 miles an 
hour, has been built for the United 
States navy by Capt. L. M. Wool* 
son, chief aeronautical engineer of 
the Packard Motor company here. 
The new engine, claimed to be 
the most powerful thus far devel­ 
oped, Is to be installed in a naval 
racing plane, which wil lbe entered 
in the Schneider cup races, in an 


effort to bring back to tho United 
States 
world 
speed 
supremacy. 
Construction of th e . plane, which 
requires special fuselage, has al­ 
ready been started by the navy, 
according to Packard officials. 
The new' motor is a 24 cylinder 
affair of the X type, and develops 
1500 horsepower on the blocks. It 
involves four vertical banks, of six 
cylinders each, placed in the form 
of the letter X. 
Woolson also designed the engine 
of the naval plane entered in the 
races last year at Venice, Italy, 
by Lieut. Al Williams. 
That plane 
was never raced, due to inability 
of the navy to construct a body for 
the engine in time for the contest. 
The winning plane made a lap in 
slightly less than 
285 miles an 
hour, and the entire distance at an 
average speed of 281.655. 
Block tests of the United States 
entry showed it capable of doing 
312 miles an hour. 
It was a 1200 
horsepower plant, 
and 
was not 
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equipped with a supercharger. 
Woolson’s latest creation, how­ 
ever, in addition to embodying an 
increase of 
300 horsepower, 
is 
equipped with a supercharger. 
If the new power plant performs 
up 
o expectations, Woolson will 
have to his credit three achieve- 
merts, all completed within the 
last three months, although they 
represent a lifetime of study and 
experimentation. 
Hi is the designer of the new 
Diesel airplane motor being devel­ 
oped by Packard. This oil burning 
motor, the first such ever applied 
to aa airplane, is of the radial air- 
cooled type, and develops 200 horse­ 
power. 
With 
use of the Diesel 
principle of oil for fuel, the en­ 
gine does away with gasoline, igni­ 
tion systems, sparkplugs and car­ 
buretors, major hazards of flying. 
The outstanding engineering feat 
claimed, however, is the reduced 
engine weight. 
The lightest Diesel 
plane ever built previously weighed 


IOO pounds per horsepower unit. 
The new' engine, 
it is 
claimed, 
weighs less than three pounds per 
horsepower unit. 
His third achievement was the 
designing of the motors with which 
George Wood, brother of Gar Wood, 
set the new world speedboat rec­ 
ord, in the powerboat Miss Amer­ 
ica VII. 
The craft was sent over 
the Detroit river course at a frac­ 
tion better than 98 miles an hour, 
or almost 20 miles an hour faster 
than a boat had ever traveled be­ 
fore. 
Capt. Woolson, who was born in 
New York, 
attended 
engineering 
school in London. 
He has design­ 
ed a total of 400 airplane motors 
for the navy, ranging in size from 
400 horsepower to 1600.
